! This time the authorities 
were not pleased about it. Po- 
lice arrested one of several 
youths who turned the geese 
loose with signs reading 
“wake up, Romans” around 
their necks. 


The stunt smacked of politi- 
cal porpaganda for the June 
municipal elections. The Fas- 
cist Italian Social Movement 
(MSI) has been using “Romani 
Sveglia” — “Wake up Romans” 
— as a slogan. 

Legend has it that honking 
geese awoke the sleeping 
guards and saved the Campi- 
doglio from a night attack by 
the Gauls in 390 B.C.
